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3 Astronauts 


Are Back At 


Space Center 


SPACE

Houston 
(AP) — Apollo 15’s astronauts 
started a long series of debrief­ 
ings today to give scientists, 
engineers and doctors the min­ 
ute details 
of their 
historic 
moon journey. 
In the lunar receiving labora­ 
tory, geologists are preparing 
to open the first of the moon 
rock boxes that the astronauts 
collected at Hadley RiUe. 
David R. Scott, James B. Ir­ 
win and Alfred M. Worden be­ 
gan the day early with a four- 
hour medical examination. Aft­ 
er lunch they shift to technical 
sessions 
to 
answer questions 
about the 12-day voyage that 
took Scott and Irwin to the sur­ 
face of the moon for 67 hours of 
exploration among the moon’s 
highest mountains and along a 
deep canyon. 
They are expected to contin­ 
ue the 
debriefing 
for 
about 
three weeks. 
An Air Force C141 transport 
flew 
the 
astronauts 
from 
Hawaii to nearby Ellington Air 
Force Base Sunday night, and 
the men rushed into the em ­ 
brace of their families—a first 
for a moon-landing crew. 
The three previous crews had 
to spend three weeks in quar­ 
antine, but experts concluded 
that moonmen bring back no 
harmful germs and eliminated 
the isolation for Apollo 15. 
So Scott and Irwin rushed 
into the arms of their wives 
and daughters. Worden, who is 
divorced, 
clutched 
his 
two 
daughters. It was the first time 
the astronauts had been with 
their families since the Fourth 
of July weekend. 
A crowd of about 2,500 who 
braved a drizzling rain cheered 
and waved banners and flags 
while a band in Scottish kilts 
played “Fly Me to the Moon.” 
Scott 
told 
the 
assemblage 
that he saw the full moon from 
the 
Okinawa 
Sunday 
before 
dawn. 
“As I looked at it, I felt a 
little homesick,” he said. “ If 
you go some place as beautiful 
and as fascinating as that and 
you spend three very intense 
days, you really get attached to 
it.” 
Irwin told the crowd, which 
included several Space Center 
workers, that he thought often 
while in space of “the genius 
that created such beautiful m a­ 
chinery, the people who put it 
all together 
and finally the 
people 
on 
the 
ground 
who 
helped us operate it.

Cattle rustling is a felony un­ 
der an old Indiana law and the 
thieves could be sentenced to up 
to five years in prison. 


HONOLULU (AP) — A Coast

Guard that the three hijackers 
had forced the yacht to set sail 
after stealing aboard at its berth 
Friday night. 
A 
long-range 
patrol 
plane 
spotted the Kamalii Saturday 
night just as it tried to duck 
behind a squall line, the Coast 
Guard said. A message was 
dropped to it ordering the hi­ 
jackers to heave to and reverse 
their course. The plane’s crew 
said it saw the message re­ 
trieved but the ship didn’t stop. 
The Coast Guard said the hija­ 
ckers were on a course to Ta­ 
hiti. 
Air Force and Coast Guard 
planes kept the vessel under 
constant surveillance. 
Doheny, of Honolulu and Los 
Angeles, 
had 
been navigator 
aboard the Kamalii when it 
sailed last month in the 12-day 
Transpacific Yacht Race from 
San Pedro, Calif., to Honolulu. 
The vessel had been tied up 
in Waikiki’s Ala Kai Yacht har­ 
bor when pirated. Doney’s wife 
said it had been provisioned for 
a cruise of the Hawaiian is­ 
lands.

Troops used rubber bullets and 
charged behind riot shields. 
Patrick McAdorey, a 25-year- 
old IRA officer, was the latest 
to die in the rioting. He was 
shot to death this morning. His 
friends said a Protestant sniper 
did it, not the army. 
British troops were reported 
to have arrested more than 300 
republican and leftist leaders in 
house-to-house searches during 
the night, and officials 
said 
more arrests would follow. 
The prime minister also ban­ 
ned the annual religious pa­ 
rades which for the past two 
years have inflamed the com­ 
munal passions of Protestants 
and Catholics. 
Faulkner’s ban on parades 
meant that the Protestant Ap­ 
prentice Boys of Derry, sched­ 
uled to march Thursday in cel­ 
ebration of victory over Roman 
Catholics in 1689, would not be 
able to take to the streets. The 
ban is in effect for six months. 
This annual celebration of the 
siege of Londonderry touched 
off the present chain of riots 
two years ago. At least 59 per­ 
sons have died as a result.

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3 Astronauts 
Are Back At 
Space Center 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Apollo 15’s astronauts 
started a long series of debrief­ 
ings today to give scientists, 
engineers and doctors the min­ 
ute details of their historic 
moon journey. 
In the lunar receiving labora­ 
tory, geologists are preparing 
to open the first of the moon 
rock boxes that the astronauts 
collected at Hadley Rille. 
David R. Scott, James B. Ir­ 
win and Alfred M. Worden be­ 
gan the day early with a four- 
hour medical examination. Aft­ 
er lunch they shift to technical 
sessions to answer questions 
about the 12-day voyage that 
took Scott and Irwin to the sur­ 
face of the moon for 67 hours of 
exploration among the moon’s 
highest mountains and along a 
deep canyon. 
They are expected to contin­ 
ue the debriefing for about 
three weeks. 
An Air Force C141 transport 
flew 
the 
astronauts 
from 
Hawaii to nearby Ellington Air 
Force Base Sunday night, and 
the men rushed into the em­ 
brace of their families—a first 
for a moon-landing crew. 
The three previous crews had 
to spend three weeks in quar­ 
antine, but experts concluded 
that moon men bring back no 
harmful germs and eliminated 
the isolation for Apollo 15. 
So Scott and Irwin rushed 
into the arms of their wives 
and daughters. Worden, who is 
divorced, 
clutched his two 
daughters. It was the first time 
the astronauts had been with 
their families since the Fourth 
of July weekend. 
A crowd of about 2,500 who 
braved a drizzling rain cheered 
and waved banners and flags 
while a band in Scottish kilts 
played “Fly Me to the Moon.” 
Scott told the assemblage 
that he saw the full moon from 
the Okinawa Sunday before 
dawn. 
“As I looked at it. I felt a 
little homesick," he said. “If 
you go some place as beautiful 
and as fascinating as that and 
you spend three very intense 
days, you really get attached to 
it." 
Irwin told the crowd, which 
included several Space Center 
workers, that he thought often 
while in space of “the genius 
that created such beautiful ma­ 
chinery, the people who put it 
all together and finally the 
people on the ground who 
helped us operate it.

NEW DELHI (AP) — India 
and the Soviet Union signed a 
2-year 
treaty 
of 
“ peace, 
friendship and cooperation” to­ 
day which in effect put the 
Russians firmly on the side of 
the Indians in their potentially 
explosive dispute with Pakis­ 
tan. 
Foreign 
Minister 
Swaran 
Singh said the treaty should 
provide a “stabilizing factor in 
favor of peace” in Asia. “It is 
also a 
treaty of 
nonaggres­ 
sion,” he told cheering mem­ 
bers of parliament when he in­ 
formed them of the pact signed 
two hours earlier by him and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko. 
The 12-article treaty does not 
commit either country to give 
military aid automatically to 
the other in the event of an at­ 
tack by a third nation. Instead, 
the key ninth article says: 
“ Each high contracting party 
undertakes to abstain from pro­ 
viding any assistance to any

armed conflict with the other 
party. 
“in the event of either party 
being subjected to an attack or 
a threat thereof, the high con­

CHICAGO — Glass container 
manufacturers in Indiana dur­ 
ing the first six months of the 
year purchased more than 4.3 
million pounds of waste bottles 
and jars for recycling and paid 
the public $43,000 for it, said 
Kent L. Wold, Midwpest region­ 
al manager of the Glass Contain­ 
er Manufacturers Institute, Inc. 
The industry-wide recycling 
program marked its first an­ 
niversary in July with a total of 
5.1 million pounds of waste glass 
collected in Indiana. The in­ 
crease on collection volume for 
the first six months of 1971 
was five times greater than the 
800,000 pounds of glass redeem­ 
ed during the first half of the 
program from July through De­ 
cember of 1970. 
“The 4.3 million pounds of 
glass represents about nine mil­ 
lion used bottles and jars sal­ 
vaged for recycling into new 
glass containers and other pro­ 
ducts,” said Wold. 
There are eight glass con­ 
tainer manufacturing plants ac­ 
cepting glass for recycling in 
Indiana and are located in Dun­ 
kirk,

—Jake Beckley, a pre-1900 
starter who played a record 2,- 
368 games as a first baseman 
for Pittsburgh, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis. 
—Charles “Chick” Hafey, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati outfielder 
and a power-hitting outfielder 
from the mid-1920s to mid- 
1930s. 
—Harry Hooper, a slick-field­ 
ing outfielder who starred with 
the Boston Red Sox from 1909 
to 1920. 
—Joe Kelley, a pre-1900 out­ 
fielder with the Baltimore Ori­ 
oles who hit as high as .301. 
—Richard “Rube” Marquard, 
who posted 201 victories during 
his career, including 19 in suc­ 
cession, while pitching for the 
Giants in 1912. 
—George Weiss, longtime ex­

Do you have an Income tax de­ 
duction if he defaults? 


Yes, if you can satisfy the

The present 
Governor and the former Sec­ 
retary of State both have been 
sued as a result of loss based on 
reliance on the files. Courts 
found direct liability on the Sec­ 
retary of State. 
The General Assembly passed 
a law removing the liability and 
appropriated money to cover 
any liability.

The office 
governs issuance of stock and 
requires annua] reports. 
The complete number of cor­ 
porations on file in Indiana is 
unknown, but estimation is over 
200,000. Larry A. Conrad de­ 
scribed many as inactive church 
and volunteer groups “who want 
the umbrella of corporate lia­ 
bility but don’t really have an 
active going business.” 
William N. Salín, the former 
office holder, made an effort to 
weed out the inactive corpora 
lions that had not filed the re­ 
quired annual report for a peri­ 
od of three years. The cost of 
postage became so great the 
job was not completed, and in 
some cases the proper people 
were not notified in advance of 
the revocation. It led to a law 
being passed during the last 
General Assembly spelling out 
the revocation process. 
Conrad said: “The greatest 
commotion was not a change in 
the law but was promulgation 
of some ideas on corporate af­ 
fairs.

Conrad claims there is law on 
both sides of the practice, with 
little doubt the Secretary of 
State can require foreign cor­ 
porations requesting to do busi­ 
ness in the state to answer 
whether they are adhering to 
the laws in other areas. Domes­ 
tic for-profit groups will be 
asked to provide the informa­ 
tion on a voluntary basis. 
There has been some house- 
cleaning of the corporate files. 
A full time librarian has been 
assigned to consolidate all in­ 
formation on any corporation 
into one file. The new file will 
reflect ail changes such as resi­ 
dent agents, changes in corpor­ 
ate stock and amendments to 
charters. 
Records 
have been 
spread over many files. 
Another major responsibility 
was assigned to the office with 
the adoption of the Uniform 
Commercial Code. Anyone can 
perfect a "security interest” in 
goods by the filing of a financing 
statement. The files are ar­ 
ranged in alphabetical order and 
are good for five years. Many 
businessmen check the files be­ 
fore processing loans. Mis-filing 
could cause duplícate security 
interests and a potential loss. 
At the present time there are 
between 150,000 and 180,000 fi­ 
nancial statements on file. It 
is supposed to be self-purging 
after the five years. The present 
Governor and the former Sec­ 
retary of State both have been 
sued as a result of loss based on 
reliance on the files. Courts 
found direct liability on the Sec­ 
retary of State. 
The General Assembly passed 
a law removing the liability and 
appropriated money to cover 
any liability. 
Conrad said: “Government It 
not in concert salary-wise with 
private industry, You have peo­ 
ple whom you ask to work for 
$360 or $380 a month. It puts a 
terrible burden on them and on 
the Secretary of State to have 
them accept such strong re­ 
sponsibility. We now have the 
system in as strong and confi­ 
dent position with the industry 
as it has ever been.” 
One proposal which did not 
pass the last session and is cur­ 
rently under study is the re­ 
moval of the Securities Division 
from the office.

J. Schneider covering the 
“Hyrdological 
Implications of 
Solid-Waste Disposal” notes that 
each of the six methods of dis­ 
posal — open dumps, sanitary 
landfill, incineration, onsite dis­ 
posal feeding to swine and com­ 
posting — has unique implica­ 
tions with respect to water re­ 
sources, 
particularly 
ground­ 
water quality. An experience 
with four sanitary landfills in 
northeastern Illinois traced con­ 
tamination of ground-water to 
solid waste disposal. In Ger­ 
many, high chloride and hard­ 
ness concentrations were de­

wells downstream from sites 
after 10 to 15 years of landfill­ 
ing, while studies made by other 
countries document other as­ 
pects of the problem.

Next to the courts, the chief 
influence in determining deseg­ 
regation law has been the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. Armed with the 
power to cut off federal aid to 
school districts that fail to com­ 
ply with the law, they have in­ 
duced hundreds to accept and 
implement desegregation plans. 
In fact, of the 4,400 school 
districts in the 17 Southern and 
border states, all but 70 are re­ 
garded as in full compliance 
now. 
Those 
where 
problems still, 
exist, however, include some of 
the largest cities in the South. 
Considerable busing will be re ­ 
quired to do away with all- 
black or all-white schools in 
these districts, and that is why 
they are the focal point in the 
current controversy. 
An amendment to the 1964 
civil rights act specifically pro­ 
hibits the federal government 
or the courts from requiring 
busing to overcome racial im­ 
balance 
in 
the 
schools, 
and 
such language is added each 
year to education 
appropria­ 
tions bills. 
But both the courts and HEW 
have declared that any busing 
involved in their desegregation 
plans is to improve the quality 
of education, not to overcome 
racial imba.ian.ce, and so the in­ 
tent 
of 
Congress 
has 
been 
evaded, 
Nixon also has consistently 
opposed busing to achieve ra ­ 


cial balance. He has said so 
publicly on many occasions and 
the

The court’s unanimous deci­ 
sion last April in favor of the 
plan, and of busing generally 
as a means of achieving deseg­ 
regation, was a blow to the 
President’s policy.

House and the Justice Depart­ 
ment before it was filed and 
was widely interpreted at that 
time as a signal that opposition 
to busing had been dropped.

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Suicide Prevention Center 
In Indianapolis Offers Help

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - As 
many as 500 to 600 Hoosiers 
who are “greatly depressed, 
distressed, filled with anxiety 
and a sense of hopelessness and 
isolation’* will take their own 
lives this year. 
A report by the Indianapolis 
suicide prevention center con­ 
tinues, "Many ere lonely and 
confused, their problems having 
taken on en 
insurmountable 
character in their minds. Seeing 
no 
immediate 
solution, 
they 


seek suicide as a way out.’’ 
The prevention center, started 
in April 1970 with a $55,000-a- 
year grant from the Lilly En­ 
dowment fund for three years, 
provides trained clinical associ­ 
ates on telephone duty 24 hours 
a day. seven days a week. 
“A major goal of the suicide 
prevention service is to break 
the chain of events leading to 
depression 
and 
ultimate 
sui­ 
cide,” said Patricia C. Jones, 
co-ordinator for the service. 
“The stress situation and pre­ 
cipitating problems facing our 


clients are all different,” she 
said, “ and represent many dif­ 
ferent and diverse kinds of per­ 
sonal difficulties such as mari­ 
tal problems, parent-child rela­ 
tionships, 
financial 
crises, 
drugs, alcohol, divorce associ­ 
ated problems and mental ill­ 
ness in the family. Each case 
is different.” 
Western civilization regards 
suicide as a cultural taboo. 
It is not so much that each 
person’s life is considered all- 
important individually but rath­ 
er that society as a whole is 
weakened when one of its mem­ 
bers takes his own life. 
From 
the 
purely 
practical 
standpoint, persons committing 
suicide often involve others in 


their attempts, cause higher in­ 
surance rates for everyone and 
often create public hazards. 
But a greater problem is the 
psychological effect of suicide 
on other individuals and the 
public in general. Suicide is de­ 
moralizing, both for the victim s 
loved ones and for the general 
mood of the populace. 
Nearly 600 Hoosiers—11.6 peo­ 
ple of every 100,000—were ident­ 
ified as suicide victims in 1969, 
the most recent annual figures 
available from the State Board 
of Health. The rate is about tile 
same as the national average 
and has remained relatively 
stable for the past IO years. 
Officials say many other ap­ 
parent accidental deaths may 


actually be suicides. Drug over­ 
doses are hard to pinpoint, as 
are single-car traffic accidents. 
Generally, 
about one out of 
eight attempts actually results 
in suicide. 
The suicide prevention center 
in Indianapolis, operated by the 
Marion County Association for 
Mental Health, is the only such 
service in Indiana, but a simi­ 
lar program may begin soon in 
Lake County. 
Some cities have “hot lines” 
for troubled callers as part of 
drug abuse programs and may 
handle some potential suicide 
cases. 
Norman Skole, executive di­ 
rector of the Marion County as­ 
sociation, said the service has 


received 1,770 calls, and only 
two persons who called for help 
actually carried out their sui­ 
cide threats. 
Skole said 572 potential vic­ 
tims were formally referred to 
counseling services and more 
than half actually kept the ap­ 
pointments, a figure more than 
double the usual rate for suicide 
prevention services.

Senate Rejects

Bayh, who has been trying to 
get his stalled equal right* 
amendment through for some 
time, conceded it would open 
the way for women in the acad­ 
emies, but he said it certainly 
would not force a 50-50 male- 
female ratio at the schools.

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Suicide Prevention Center 
In Indianapolis Offers Help

INDIANAPOLIS (A P ) - As 
many as 500 to 600 Hoosiers 
who art “greatly depressed, 
distressed, filled with anxiety 
and a sense of hopelessness and 
isolation'* will take their own 
lives this year. 
A report by the Indianapolis 
suicide prevention center con­ 
tinues, “Many are lonely and 
confused, their problems having 
taken on 
an 
insurmountable 
character in their minds. Seeing 
no 
immediate 
solution, 
they 


seek suicide as a way out.” 
The prevention center, started 
in April 1970 with a $55,000-a- 
year grant from the Lilly En­ 
dowment fund for three years, 
provides trained clinical associ­ 
ates on telephone duty 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week. 
“A major goal of the suicide 
prevention service is to break 
the chain of events leading to 
depression 
and 
ultimate sui­ 
cide,” said Patricia C. Jones, 
co-ordinator for the service. 
‘‘The stress situation and pre­ 
cipitating problems facing our 


clients are all different,” she 
said, ‘‘and represent many dif­ 
ferent and diverse kinds of per­ 
sonal difficulties such as mari­ 
tal problems, parent-child rela­ 
tionships, 
financial 
crises, 
drugs, alcohol, divorce associ­ 
ated problems and mental ill­ 
ness in the family. Each case 
is different.” 
Western civilization regards 
suicide as a cultural taboo. 
It is not so much that each 
person’s life is considered all- 
important individually but rath­ 
er that society as a whole is 
weakened when one of its mem­ 
bers takes his own life. 
From 
the 
purely 
practical 
standpoint, persons committing 
suicide Mten involve others in. 


their attempts, cause higher in­ 
surance rates for everyone and 
often create public hazards. 
But a greater problem is the 
psychological effect of suicide 
on other individuals and the 
public in general. Suicide is de­ 
moralizing, both for the victim's 
loved ones and for the general 
mood of the populace. 
Nearly 600 Hoosiers—11.6 peo­ 
ple of every 100,000—were ident­ 
ified as suicide victims .in, 1S69, 
the most recent annual figures 
available from the State Board 
of Health. The rate is about the 
same as the national average 
and has 
remained relatively 
stable for the past 10 years. 
Officials say many other ap­ 
parent accidental deaths may 


actually be suicides. Drug over­ 
doses are hard to pinpoint, as 
are single-car traffic accidents. 
Generally, 
about one out of 
eight attempts actually results 
in suicide. 
The suicide prevention center 
in Indianapolis, operated by the 
Marion County Association for 
Mental Health, is the only such 
service in Indiana, but a simi­ 
lar program may begin soon in 
Lake County. 
Some cities have “hot lines” 
for troubled callers as part of 
drug abuse programs and may 
handle some potential suicide 
cases. 
Norman, Skole, executive di­ 
rector of the Marion County as­ 
sociation, said the service has 


received 1,770 calls, and only 
two 'persons who called for help 
actually carried out their sui­ 
cide threats. 
Skole said 572 potential vic­ 
tims were formally referred to 
counseling services and more 
than half actually kept the ap­ 
pointments, a figure more than 
double the usual rate for suicide 
prevention services.

Some vegetable varieties are 
better than others for freezing, 
and generally there is a. good, 
reason. 
Take 
peas, 
for 
instance. 
Freezonian is an excellent vari­ 
ety for your freezer, because 
the tender skin over each pea 
won’t peel or loosen during 
freezing as do skins of other 
types. 
Lincoln, 
also 
recom­ 
mended for canning, Blue Ban­ 
tam, Frosty, Perfected Freezer 
'60, Alderman and Sparkle are 
other good freezers. 
Beans also are popular freez­ 
er items, green, yellow and 
purple-podded bush beans, pole, 
shell, bush lima and pole lima. 
Green Tenderpod and Tender- 
crop are good for freezing. Of 
the yellow podded varieties, try 
Kinghorn, 
Brittle 
Wax 
and 
Eastern Butter Wax. Royalty, a 
purple pod that turns green 
when cooked, may be frozen 
successfully. 
The 
tall-growing, 
popular 
Kentucky Wonder (green) and 
Kentucky Wonder wax (yellow) 
are favorites among pole beans 
for freezing. French Horticul­ 
tural may be frozen green or 
shelled as a dry bean. 
Among limas, Fordhood 242 
and Henderson Bush are top 
freezer choices. Thaxter is a 
good baby lima for freezing, as 
is King of the Garden among 
pole limas. 
When it comes to sweet corn, 
we recommend Wonderful, Bur­ 


bank Hybrid and Golden Cross 
Bantam 
among the yellows. 
The old fashioned Country Gen­ 
tleman Is another,. 
Less frequently frozen 
are 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, cau­ 
liflower and carrot. But there 
are 
some, 
including 
Green 
Comet and Spartan Early broc­ 
coli; Jade Cross sprouts; Im­ 
proved Super Snowball or Pur- 
plehead cauliflower; and Scar­ 
let Nantes carrot, that freeze 
well. 


THREAT TO OAKS 
A troublesome insect that at> 
tacks the pin, scarlet, red and 
black oaks is the oak leaf tier 
(pronounced 
Tie-er). 
Resem­ 
bling the canker worm, the tier 
defoliates trees. Buds may be 
invaded by as many as 10 new­ 
ly 
hatched, 
light 
yellowish 
green insects that wriggle or 
undulate. They feed there, per­ 
forating the new leaf. 
As 'the leaves unfold the leaf 
tier caterpillar emerges, ties 
leaves together with a silken 
filament and feeds from within. 
Finally, it descends on threads 
to bother you, instead of the 
tree. 


Each beet seed actually is a 
cluster of 7 or 8 seeds. That is 
why beet seedlings sprout in 
clusters, even if sown thinly. 


Plant lima beans in loose, 
crumbly soil and sprinkle a bit 
of lime along the row, working 
it into the soil before planting 
seeds. Limas have a tough job 
sprouting in heavy soil. 


Vermiculite 
or 
perlite 
are 
fine tor use in a planting me­ 
dium for starting seeds indoors 
because they hold water. But 
be careful against overwatering 
and drowning seedlings. 


Insects will attack cabbage 
plants but control is available 
with Rotenone. It is not harm­ 
ful to warm-blooded creatures 
(such as man). Dust leaves, top 
and bottom, about once a week 
with Rotenone. 
But don’t use Rotenone near 
fish ponds. Fish are cold-blood­ 
ed and will die.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP)— 
Many Indiana teachers are find­ 
ing it difficult to negotiate with 
school boards for even a cost of 
living pay boost for the 1971-72 
term. 
A report by the Indiana 
School Board Association shows 
that out of 157 salary schedules 
approved already, 40 remained 
the same as last year and one 
school corporation actually cut 
teachers pay. 
In 
recent 
years, 
school 
boards have on the average in­ 
creased salary schedules by 
seven per cent, including a cost 
of living hike. The report noted 
nearly every school corporation 
has approved increases 
for 
teachers in past years. 
Moreover, the pay increases 
approved by school boards are 
less than in past years, Dr. 
Lowell Rose, executive secre­ 
tary of the ISBA, said. 
The average salary increase 
is $100 for beginning teachers 
with either a bachelor’s or 
master’s degree. Rose said. He 
said that recently the figure has 
been closer to $200. 
By mid-July of last year, 223 
schedules had been adopted by 
school corporations, Rose said. 
He said the smaller number 
probably indicated school cor­ 
porations are struggling with 
the problems of increased tax 
levies without increased tax 
support from the state. 
But despite the lower number 
of schedules 
approved 
and 
smaller salary hikes, Rose said 
there are fewer serious teacher 
disputes between teachers and 
school corporations over wages.
